H 
alleges that the high prices in the home market is largely necessitated bé 


the Government's economic policy. 
The following is the text of the state- 
ment issued last night by Mr. Semple :— 
“I have been amaged at the reply of 
the Minister for Agriculture to a circular 
issued from this office in connection with 
the price fixed for creamery butter and 
the demand made for an increase in that 
»rice. 
ee The Minister states: ‘It is sought to 
justify the rise by the fact that the retail 
price of creamery butter advanced récently 
to ls. 4d. per Ib, in Great Britain, while 
here it still remains at 1s. 3d. per Ib., the 
price ruling since May last.’ That state 
ment, to say the least of it, is misleading, 
as the reasons given by us for an advance 
in the price of butter are threefold: first] 
and primarily, that the present price does 
not, and has not for any period during 


the past six years, anything like adequately . 


covered costs of production, and in conse 
quence is admittedly uneconomic ; secondly, 
to compensate the dairy farmer for the 
persistent increase in the costs of produc. 
tion, as is exemplified in the steady and 
increasing advance in the price of feeding. 
stuffs, wages, etc., and, thirdly, and least 
of all, because the world price of butter 
has substantially increased meanwhile, 
and provides the Minister with a greater 
element of justification for an increase in 
the price of butter than if the price on 
the world market were at the low level 
which obtained twelve months ago, when 
the fixed price for Irish creamery butter 
was ls. per cwt, above the present figure. 


THE PRICE OF MILK . 


“The Minister also observes that the 
‘attempt to increase the cost of butter to 
the home consumers is Hl-advised in 
present ciréumstances.’ That statement is 
very enlightening in face of the fact that 
the Minister, without any protest what- 
ever on his part, permitted the wholesale 
price of liquid milk to be increased from 
9id., which obtained for October, 1936, to 
the present price of 1s. 1jd. per gallon. 
That exemplifies in a very cogent manner 
the Minister’s solicitude for the home 
consumer. 

“The Minister also reminds us ‘ that 
when Saorstat butter was selling in Great 
Britain at 10d. per lb. home consumers 
were called upor to pay 1s. 5d., as it was 
realised that in the interests of the farmer 
it was necessary to off set low export values 
by high domestic prices.’ That is not by 
any means the full explanation of the 
facts. The reasons that induced the 
Government tó fix such a comparatively 
high price in the home market for the, 
period referred’ to “were largely, if not 
wholly, to compensate the farmer in some 
measure for the high per.al tarifis imposed 
on butter exports and in recognition of 
the fact that the farmer was obliged to 
make his purchases in a highly protected 
home market and very largely to sell his 
produce in the British market, which 
happened te be the dumping ground for 
the world’s exportable surplus of dairy 
products, and wherein he had to accept, 
owing to the keer international competi- 
tion prevailing, phenomenally low prices 
for his produce. It is, therefore, evident 
that the high price in the home market 
was largely necessitated by the Govern- 
ment’s economic policy. 


“SLAVE CONDITIONS” 


“ The Minister further observes ‘ that it 
is rather a short-sighted policy now to 
demand that the domestic price and the 
external price should be the same level, 
merely because the latter happens for the 
moment to be the more favourable for 
producers.’ There would, surely, be some 
justification for this statement if the 
domestic price were an economic price and 
enabled the farmer reasonably to cover 
costs of production, but when the domestic 
price imposes slave conditions on the 
farmer this statement of the Minister's 
is not alone absolutely uncalled for, but 
exasperatingly provocative. 

“The Minister stresses the fact that 
the power to prescribe the wholesale price 
of butter is vested in him, and that he 
has to consider consumers as well as pro- 
ducers. We perceive how he gave ex- 
pression to his solicitude for the consumer 
when the price of milk was under con 
sideration—that was, by raising it from 
Q'd. to 1s. 14d., whereas as far as butter 
prices are concerned he now declares 
that, as long as the existing Prices Order 
is in force, butter will be available to the 
public iat the present rates, which rates 
are admittedly under costs of production. 
Evidently the Minister, however, has aot 
studied his own regulations, for the exist- 
ing Prices Order obliges sellers to adhere 
to minimum prices, but no maximum 
prices are fixed, and until such maximum 
prices are fixed the seller can sell wherever 
and at whatever prices he pleases, pro 
vided he does not sell under the minimum 
rates. 

‘It is to be hoped that in the circum- 
stances the policy of the industry will be 
to force the’ Minister's hands in this 
matter; for, obviously, he conceives that 
he has a mandate to oblige the farmer to 
provide butter under costs of production 
for the relatively well-to-do, and it would 
be a grievous mistake to fail to compel 
him to give effect to. his declared inten- 
tion.”’ ,

There was an unusually large supply. of 
cattle here to day for the concluding section 
of the annual five-day fair. Prices, too, were 
above average and reached, it «s estimated, 
about £2 a head over those of last year. The 
majority of the cattle were bought up b 
feeders, but nice quslity animals of from 1 
to 15 months were much in demand for the 
Northern Ireland trade at good prices. 
There was a good clearaic, ;f all stock, but 
heifers met with a somewhat sluggish trade, 
with the exception of young animals suitable 
for breeding purposes. Sellers on the whole 
were well satisfied with prices. 

Polled Angus and Hereford crosses :veraged 
between _ 29s. 6d. and 25s. per ewt. Rough 
strong cattle sold at about 23s. a cwt. All 
kinds of good bullocks sold well and prime 
beef was easy to cash. The best shorthorn 

rices were realised by Mr. Owen Kelly, 

allinasloe, who disposed of 50 bullocks at 
£14 10s. to £18; the hiehest aolled Angus by 
Mr. rag goer of Eyrecourt, who sold abant 
a wagon o polled Angus crosses for £15 each ; 
and the highest Hereford prices by Mr. 
Harry J... Burns, Lisbeg, who realised £14 
15s. for 27 animals of fin quality. .

roads, coming from all parts of Germany, 
lead inte the City of Berlin. 

The problem was viewed from its technical 
standpoint in much thy same way that, the 
Berlin City Railway undertook the conat}uc- 
tion of the Berlin ting Bann,”’ or “loop.” 
The Reich moto. roads approaching Berlin 
will he combined into what is called the 
" sak Regn. rhe: hay road which will 
encircle the metropolis in the shape of an 
ellipse. It will be 197 kilometres i ath. 
Its shortest diameter will he 35 
and its longest 6 kilometres. 
arrangement two objects will 
achieved. In the first place the driver of 
a motor car coming frou, another locality and 
desiring to enter Berli can arrive at the exact 
part of the city where he wants to go by 
utilising the “ ring,” upon which he can 
drive, not at ‘‘city ’’ speed, but at the same 
speed allowed on the Reich motor roads 
generally. It is also unnecessary for him to 
wind his way in and out cf the maze of 
streets in the interior of the city 
in order to arrive at his  destina- 
tion. Furthermo:e- and this is of 
inestimable advantage tc motorists—those 
whose destination is not Berlin can use the 
“ring ” and save the time and trouble «i 
driving through the congested city streets. 
In planning this big circle around the city 
every effort was made to avuid unnecessary 
expense, and to disturb the environments of 
the city as little as possible, For this reason 
such suburbs as Potsdam were included with- 
in the scope of the “ring,” in spite of the 
fact that. the limits could have made 
much narrower. —- 


A FEW FIGURES 

A few figures will serve iv ive an idea 
of the size of the project which is entailed 
in surrounding Berlin with this ring of motor 
roads. Six of the main cross-country roads 
converge at Berlin from every point of the 
compass, and it is planned to build 19 high- 
ways connecting these roads with the in- 
terior of the city. Over 167 crossings, in- 
cluding 30 main highways, 167 country roads 
and pathways, 16 canals and rivers, 18 rail- 
way lines, 6 motor roads, 8 national high- 
ways, 37 provincial roads of the Ist class, 
and 45 provincial roads of the 2ud class, will 
be traversed by the Berlin Reich motor 
road “ ring,” either by tunnel or by bridge. 
There will also be built two enormous sus- 
pension bridges of 100 aud 700 metres length, 
respectively. ‘The total operations will require 
the moving of 7,800,000 cubic metves of earth, 
and the expenditure of 1,500,000 tons of build- 
ing materials, euch as cement, gravel, etc. 

The circumference of the ‘‘ring’’ may be 
divided into four tangents, represented, 
roughly, by the four points of the compass. 
The eustern tangent is about 41 kilometres 
long, aud runs in a N,E,-S.E, direction along 
the Rerlin-Wriezen railway line, . It. then 
crosses the Ahrensfelde-Blumberg road and 
the Berlin-Kuestri: railway line, where it 
joins the main Rerh motor road leading from 
East Prussia via Ruedersdorf. The road 
through this district is particularly beautiful, 
as it passes through the forest country and 
the shores of Heidereuth Lake, Fraukfort- 
on-the-Oder and “Lake Uklei. Altogether, 
there are five approach roads on 
this tangent, which lead direct into the | 
City of Berlin. The southern tangent 
has the advantage of forming a convepient 
connection with the Reich Motor Road run- 
ning through West Germany from Hanover 
to Berlin, and from Berlin to the West 
Marches. This branch also takes care of the 
traffic from Southern Germany coming from. 
Halle and going via Berlin to Stettin, Pome- 
rania and Hast Prussia. This part of the 
“ring” connection was planned in the 
southern part of the City of Berlin, for 
otherwise nearly all of the places mentioned 
would have to be reached by way of Potsdam, 
and the bridges over the Havel River bet ween 
Potsdam and Berlin would have been over- 
loaded with traffic. Conditions in this portion 
of the southerly suburbs will be better as 
soon as the connecting roads have been com- 
pleted which join the main motor road system 
with the already completed Avus speedway, 
which has direct access to the streets leading 
into the heart of the city. 


THE LAKE REGION 


The western tangent of the Berlin *‘ ring”’ 
leads into the lake region around Ferch, 
Werder and Marquardt. On account of the 
swampy character of the groutid in this region 
the construction—~work was beset with great 
difficulty. The Havel River and its numerous 
tributaries, as is known, flow through sandy 
soil, which does not permit of building on a 
solid foundation. It was, therefore, neces ary 
to plan the motor road in such a way that 
it over the several islands and island. 
like points of land between and around the 
lakes. A new process was here introduced of 
blasting out the swamp land m such a way 
that the swampy ground so displaced was 
thrown upon dry land, and there beaten down 
to form a firm earth foundation upon which 
a dike or causeway could be built, 

it is estima’ d that the Berlin Motor Road 
‘Ring ' will be completed by 1940. Thirty- 
five kilometres were opened to traffic in June 
Ist, 1937, and a further ines Bor kilometres 
will be dress | by December of this year. One 
hundred an irty three kilemetres will be 
finished by the end of the year 1938. When 
the entire project has been finally completed 
it will constitute a great addition to over- 
land motor traffic in Germany, and especially 
the traffic to and from Berlin,

DOWNING 


All ranks of Royal Dublin Fusiliers have 
heard with deep regret of the death of 
Brigadier-Gieneral Geoffrey Downing. He 
commanded the Ist Battalion in India from 
1909 to 1914, and at the outbreak of the 
Great War raised and commanded the /th 
Battalion (Pals), which included 'D' Com- 
pany, Which was recruited at Lansdowne 
road football ground. He accompanied the 
battalion on active service and led it ashore 
at the Suvla Bay landing, August, 1915, and 
shortly afterwards was severely wounded in 
the foot. He was invalided home and subse- 
quently was promoted to a brigade in East 
Anglia. Possessed of fine physique “and out- 
standing presence, he was beloved by all his 
officers and men, and continually placed 
before them the traditions of the regiment 
motto: ‘‘Spectamur Agendo’’— Judge us 
by our deeds.” By none is his death more 
regretted than by the members of “D' Com- 
pany (Pals), who came to look upon him as 
a great leader and friend. He was captain 
of Monkstown R.F.C., 1887. To him the 
disbanding of his regiment, with ali the other 
gallant Southern Irish regiments and their 
great traditions, was a severe blow.

O independent public authorities are 

responsible for the provision of street 
transport routes in Dublin—the Corpora- 
tion for city thoroughfares and the Port.

street trafic facilities has, in fact, been to 
invest the Port Board with virtually 
arbitrary powers in respect of street, as 
well as sea, transport. 

In their hands—and subject only to the 
Leyislature, in their hands alone—lies the 
power effectively to determine the main 
arteries through which vehicular traffic 
shall flow. Like other anomalous adminis- 
trative relationships which have been 
such a division of 
responsibilities seemed to work with rela- 
tive smoothness and satisfaction until new 
factors asserted themselves. While street 
traffic remained comparatively slow, and 
vehicles relatively few, there was little to 
compel a review of such transport 
anomalies. Now, with the multiplication 
of road vehicles and the consequent need 
for their street accommodation, entirely 
new conditions have arisen and clamour 
for review. 


PREDOMINANT INTERESTS 


To such new\traffic needs the Port and 
Docks Board have consistently turned the 
blind eye. Constituted as a harbour 
authority, and elected by a franchise in 
which shipping interests predominate, the 
Board’s first and only thoughts have been 
directed to means by which the prosperity 
of seaborne traffic could be preserved and 
promoted. When any real, or imaginary, 
conflict arose between harbour and other 
civic interests it became the primary duty 
of the Board, at any cost, to protect the 
special interests of shipping; a duty 
which, let it be said, members of the 
Board have endeavoured to discharge with 
almost ruthless disregard to all other 
civic issues. 

It may also fairly be claimed that— 
unlike many other elected bodies—the 
Board has ~:ined an enviable reputation 
for paying unobtrusive attention to its 
own particular business. Shunning the 
limelight, they have, indeed—as a public 
authority responsible to the citizens— 
appeared to carry modesty to even ques- 
tionable extremes! In such «.alities and 
traditions lie at once the virtues and the 
vices of the present régime. As in other 
spheres excess of special virtues finds its 
counterbalance in more or less serious 
defects of outlook and character. True to 
type, the Port Board’s slogan has been— 
“ Hands off the Liffey ”! With eyes and 
thoughts concentrated on Dublin’s quay- 
sides the Board frequently seems to be 
quite oblivious to the fact that Dublin is 
a city as well as a harbour—a metro- 
politan communitv whos? insistent and 
many-sided: needs demand cb‘ective study 
and disinterested trestm~* 


IMPARTIAL (1 + OOK? 


But, says the reader, are uot the 
Government and the Corroratisn there to 
exercise impartial judgment, and to hold 
the scales evenly between shipping and 
other civic interests? In theory—yes! 
The Municipal Council have even the 
right to appoint representatives as mem- 
hers of the Board. But theory and 
fact frequently fail to harmonise; and 
in no case is such a divorce between 
doctrine and practice more marked than it 
is in the relationships between Dublin’s 
City Hall and the ‘ Ballast Office.”’ 

Why? For two apparently divergent, 
but, in fact, complementary reasons. 
First, because the Board—owing to its 
prestige and to the magnitude and 
technical character of its trust—can always 
conduct a successful defensive campaign 
when any proposal is made which might 
conceivably entrench upon port interests, 
however tenuous they may be. And, 
secondly, because the initiative lies with 
the Board—and more especially with its 
minority of actively interested shipping 
members—even in matters which deter- 
mine the strategy of street and highway 
traffic, or in respect to other departures 
from the status quo ante which are de- 
manded by interests not directly con- 
serned with ha1bour questions. 


SOME RECENT EVENTS 


One or two happenings taken from 
recent history may suffice to illustrate the 
way in which such defensive tactics, and 
reluctance to take the initiative which the 
Board alone can. exercise, has reacted 
against general civic progress and con- 
venience. Having successfully resisted 
pioposals for a bridge to eastwards of the 
Custom House—which would have re- 
lieved street traffic in the College Green 
area—the Board pledged itself to provice 
an alternative means of relief by way of 
a ‘‘transporter”’ expedient further cown 
the quays. For eight or nine years that 
obligation has been quietly ignored. And 
now, if apparently authoritative statement 
can be relied on, further Fabian vactics 
are being employed. Another Act of Par- 
liament is to be sought to authorise some 
other type of bridge ; but, forsooth, no deci- 
sive step can be taken until the Board and 
the Corporation’s Town Planning Committee 
have discovered where the Liffey can most 
conveniently be spanned! At least a 
further two or three years of periphrasis 
and procrastination while street traffic 
strangulation becomes, month by month, 

ore acute !
